Editorial Comment, 
_ The taxpoyers of Hong- 
ixsanirany kong are annually involved 
-sanrrarioy | in a huge expenditure of 
moncy in the endeavour to 
combat the infectious diseases scourge. 
The annual recurrenco” of plague and 
stnall-iox in cpidomic forta have been tho 
causo of much Iearned debate among, tho 
leading medical and official dignitaries in 
the Colony, resulting in’ the purchase of 
expensive plaut and the employment of a 
staff of men out of all proportion to the 
population of the Colony ag compared with 
othor places, After all that has beon said 
and done, it eeems ridiculous, therefore, to 
hear uf complaints, such ss have lately 
reached ux regardiog the movement of 
infectious cases, At the meeting of tho 
Sanitary Buard on Thursday evening, thore 
waa much talk about the dumping of dead 
hodiés on the streets of tho Colony. This 
reprehensible pructice was- condemned in 
strony terms, and properly wu ; yet it scems 
sttango that the Board should tolerate a 
practice which is just as ebjectionable, It 
seems that plaguo cases from Yaumati, 
from Tsimstratsui, Kowloon City, Hang 
Hom, and even from the more remote 
the. Kowloon Peninsula, aro 
all brought to- Hongkong, the majority 
of them in the publie ferry lnunches. ‘This 
is a dixgraceful condition of affaira, and is 
ono that ought not to have been tolerated 
50 long as to require it to he brought to tho 
notico of the responsible authorities through 
the medium of the newspapers. We are 
informed that people suffering from all 
manner of infectious diseases are conveyed 


“hy Innd and water, in public conveyances, 


through the leading public thorungh- 
fares. to the Hospitals at Kennedytown. 
Bodies, ‘rotten with plague,’ or. dend 
of other diseases, are brought over 
to the mortuary in, Hongkong. The 
clothing and goods and chattels of 
disease-aflicted persons are also taken 
to Hongkong, dumped down on a public 
place like Peddet’s Wharf, aud afterwards 
removed to the disinfecting station. To 
put it negatively, there can bo littlo doubt 
that this process tends inno way to stop 
the spread of disouse. Sick people, dead 
bodies and infected clothing carried in 
public launches and along public thorough- 
fares for such. dintances in all human pro- 
Dability leave the deadly parasite in thoir 
trucks.
